OHINA ASSOCIATION. 


Tha following is the report of the com: 
mittee of the Hongkong Branch of the 
Chine Association i 

The last Raport was issued on the 30th 
September, 10 12 ; and the prenont roviow is 
intonded to cover the period from that date 
to tha Slst January, 1004. ‘The questions 
which have cocupied the attention of the 
Committee have not been of so momentous 
a character as those dealt with in some 
previous years, but some. important sub: 
jects have been handled, with gratifying 
results in several onses, whilo as regards 
othars it is hoped that the seed sown will 
ultimatoly bear fruit, The following aro 
tho chief questions that have come before 
the Committee. ; < 


INTERNAL TAXATION OP FOREIGN IMPORTS, 


During the period under roview, soveral 
attompts have bean mude by the Provincial 
Authorities in tho Two Kwang to imposo 
new taxea on imports, and moro especially 
on prepared opium. Thanks, however, to 
the energetic action of Consul-General 
Scutt, whose representations were heartily 
aecondod by yaur Committee, these efforts 
failed, and the proposed taxer wore -with- 
drawn. For tho present the enorpicn of 
the Mnndarins in this direction have 
slackened ; but ao strict watch will bo 
neevssary to check the first attempt to 
impose uew unauthorised taxes. 

OPENING OF PORTS OF CALL ON THE WEST 
RIVER, 

Eight Parts of Cull have been opened on 
the Weat River-—a valuablo cuncession due 
jn no small degree to the urgent ropro- 
sentations of thia Association. ‘Iho trade 
in tho Wost River is showing sn encourag- 
ing development. 

TUN STUDS OF FILACTICAL CHINESE,

VIOLATION OF BRITISIL SOVEREMGRTY IN 

TONGKONG. 

In May Jast, consequent on the reveln- 
tions wadg in the Supreme Court, during 
the trial of a Chinese named Lui Chiu, #5 
accesgory in the murder of a Chinese 
schoohnaster named Young Kue Wan, ut 
his houro in Gage Street, by shooting him 
with arovolver, the Committee addressed 
a luttor to the London Otfico, asking them 
to lay the fecta before the Foreign Office. 
‘Tho evidence adduced showed clearly that 
[our men, tempted by the offor of a large 
monetary roward and oflicial rank made by 
tho Cantonese Government to assassinate 
Yeung Kuo Wan, who belonged to 
the Chinese Reform Party, and accompliah- 
ed their purpose on the 10th January, 
1901, but the prisoner was not arrested 
until two yeors later. In the result ho was 
found guilty, sentenced, and executed, 
The Committee, however, urged that re- 

maration for the flagrant violution of the 
King’ Sovereiemty committed should be 
strenuously demanded. The matter was 
Inid bofore the Foreign Office by the 
London Branch, und a copy af tho letter 
sent by this Cummittes te the Colonial 
Government fur travamission to the 
Sceretary of State ; hut up to the present 
no answer hus been received from the 
Foreign Oftice. 

FOREIGN YOST OFFICES IN CHINA. 

An inquiry having ecu addressed to the 
Assouintion tn London, from the Board of 
Trade, as to whether furthor Ports of Call] 
were necessnry inthe P. & QO. ¥. N, Co's 
itinerary for the purpsse of facilitating the 
delivery of tho mails in Chinn, the question 
af the maintenance of Post Offices in Chi- 
pese Trowy Ports by Foreign Powers was 
ruiaed, and some correspondence has pass- 
ed thereon. Your Committee expressed 


"} the apinion that, while they did not wish 


to recommend the methods adapted hy 
some Powers for thus extending their influ- 
ence, they deemed it desirable that British 
Officinls. should be careful not to surrender 
any sign or syinbol of authority now, pos- 
kosved in the Treaty Ports. — Lt is satisfac- 
tory to record that the British Government 
has taken note of this expression of opin- 
ion, and so far from reducing the nutmber of 
British Postal Agencies, has recently adidad 
a fresh one at Chofoo. ¢

Woaichow to foreign trade, us under the 
conditions of Section f Art. VEIL. of 
the Mnckay ‘Treaty this c-uld only be 
claimed when that Article came into force, 
a lettor was in Decomber last addressed to 
the London Branch urging them, for rea- 
sons sot out at length, to usk the Foreign 
Office to press for this concession at the 
game tine that Kongmoon was opened. A 
enpy of this letter wax forwarded to the 
Foreign Office, and another was transmit- 
ted by the Hongkeng Government to the 
Colonial Office, accompanied with a atrovg 
recommendation in favour thereof, but up 
to date no reply hus feon received from 
Downing Street.

Tn tho morning the U.S. Congul proceeded 
to No. 26 and subsequently inspected the 
body at tho. Hospital. He also paid 
a visit of inquiry to tho Club Hotel, On 
Monday afternoon a representative of the 
Standard Oil Company took over the body, 
with the weapot used by the suicide, Tho 
remains will probably be sent to America.
